The federal Conservatives 
have a candidate in the vacant 
riding of Calgary Centre — 
former newspaper editor Joan 
Crockatt. 

She beat out five others 
V 3 dng for the job in a hotly 
contested campaign hoping 
to replace former MP Lee 
Richardson, who left to work 
for Alberta Premier Alison 
Redford. Conservative officials 
say they’re not going to 
release the numbers of Satur¬ 
day’s vote. 

Crockatt is a former man¬ 
aging editor of the Calgaiy 
Herald and also worked as a 
senior newspaper executive 
with Southam Newspapers, 
and Canwest Global Com¬ 
munications. For the past 
decade she had been a com¬ 
munications consultant and 
media commentator. 

A date for a byelection in 
Calgaiy Centre has not been 
set. 

Richardson, 64, announced 
in May he was resigning to 
become principal secretary for 
Redford. He was first elected 
to the Commons in the riding 
of Calgaiy Southeast in 1988 
with the government of Brian 
Mulroney. He was defeated by 
a Reform candidate in 1993. 

He returned to the Com¬ 
mons in 2004, winning in Cal¬ 
gary Centre and was re-elected 
in 2006, 2008 and 2011. 

Richardson once worked 
for former Alberta premier 
Lougheed and was a deputy 
chief of staff to Muhoney.

Feds concerned over 
Shell oilsands project 


Regulatory documents indi¬ 
cate federal scientists still 
have significant concerns 
over Shell’s proposed Jack- 
pine oilsands mine expansion 
even as the project heads into 
public hearings. 

Five years after Shell 
Canada fost proposed the 
100,000-barrel-a-day project, 
it has been finally scheduled 
to go before a joint federal- 
provincial environmental 
hearing Oct. 29. 

In their final submissions 


to the Canadian Environment¬ 
al Assessment Agency, several 
federal departments say they 
still have questions about 
Shell’s plans. They include 
how growth in the industry 
has outpaced the company’s 
assessment of cumulative ef¬ 
fects, how changing flow in 
the Athabasca River will affect 
contaminant levels and how 
well Shell is able to control 
effluent from artificial lakes 
that will be used to store tail¬ 
ings.

Number crunching. City 
looking at more than 
$10M surplus: Report 


City administration is pro¬ 
jecting a $10.6-million surplus 
this year, according to num¬ 
bers crunched at the end of 
the second fiscal quarter. 

A report indicates savings 
as of June 30 include nearly 
$5 million in interest costs 
on capital projects as well as 
$4.2 milhon on unfilled public 
transit and corporate services 
jobs. 

There was also $3.6 million 
in savings on snow removal 
— which caused a deficit last 


year—but it’s offset by $3 mil¬ 
lion less coming in from the 
Traffic Safety and Automated 
Enforcement program as the 
city transitions to internal 
ticketing processing. 

The savings totals 0.6 per 
cent of the city’s $1.8 billion 
budget. 

City council will discuss the 
report on Wednesday.

Those pa 3 ting to reserve a 
parking stall at the Stadium 
LRT Station could be on the 
move — because there are so 
few of them. 

The north portion of the 
park and ride lot could be 
developed as a small step 
toward Transit Oriented De¬ 
velopment (TOD) in the area, 
said MaryAnn McConnell- 
Boehm, director of the city’s 
urban planning and environ¬ 
ment branch. 

There are 177 stalls dir¬ 
ectly south of 112 Avenue; 
south of that sits another 
365. A portion of the north 
lot is reserved, but only 
about 40 of the 60 spots are 
in use, according to a city 
report. 


Another idea is a new 
pedestrian route across 
the LRT tracks, while the 
long-term TOD plan is for 
housing, shopping and 
employment within 400 
metres (or a five-minute 
walk) of the transit centre. 


“We have the opportun¬ 
ity ... (to replace) that with 
a development that would 
be adjacent to the station, 
which would mean nobody 
has to drive because they’re 
right there,” said McConnell- 
Boehm. 

Customers would be re¬ 
located to Belvedere if re¬ 
quired. 

There is no funding for 
any of the TOD plans, but 
area Coun. Tony Caterina 
hopes the discussion moves 
forward at a council 
committee meet¬ 
ing next week.

Police, fire and EMS 
crews respond to 
simulated incident

Edmonton’s first respond¬ 
ers came together Sunday to 
deal with a chemical attack 
on an LRT train, which was 
thankfully only an exercise. 

Fire crews, police officers 
and ambulance workers re¬ 
sponded to the mock disaster 
with the goal of being pre¬ 
pared should the real thing 
ever strike the city. 

“We have three differ¬ 
ent agencies responding to 
one event. We have to train 
together if we are going to re¬ 
spond together,” said acting 
Sgt. Steve Maertens-Poole of 
the Edmonton Police Service. 

During the exercise, 
which simulated an inten¬ 
tional attack, the 60 volun¬ 
teers who took part were 
walked off of the LRT train 
and taken through a rough 
decontamination shower, 
before being triaged and 
treated. 

Maertens-Poole said train¬ 
ing events always have some 
grounding in real life and, in 
this case, the inspiration was 
a pipe bomb found in the 
late 1990s that had chem¬ 
icals attached. 

“That is why we are com¬ 
mitted to training so that if 
something like this does hap¬ 
pen we are able to respond 
in a professional manner,” 



he said. 

Maertens-Poole said each 
agency set targets for the 
training operation and in¬ 
formation on their perform¬ 
ance will be released later 
this week.

Two members of the punk 
band Pussy Riot have fled Rus¬ 
sia to avoid prosecution for a 
protest against Vladimir Putin 
that sent three of their band 
mates to prison, the group 
said Sunday. 

Five members of the fem¬ 
inist group took part in a pro¬ 
vocative performance inside 
Moscow’s main cathedral in 
February to protest the Rus¬ 
sian leader’s rule and his cozy 
relationship with the Ortho¬ 
dox Church. The women 
wore their trademark garishly 
colored balaclavas, which 
made it difficult for police to

The female wing of a civil 
rights group is urging women 
in Togo to stage a week-long 
sex strike to demand the re¬ 
signation of the coimtiy’s 
president.

their husbands or partners as of 
Monday, said Isabelle Amegan- 
vi, leader of the women’s wing 
of the group Let’s Save Togo. 
She said the strike will put 
pressure on Togo’s men to take 
action against President Faure

600 million sets of 
eyes were fixed on 
astronaut during 1969 
moon landing 


When man first harnessed fire, 
no one recorded it. When the 
Wright Brothers showed man 
could fly, only a handful of 


people witnessed it. But when 
Neil Armstrong took that first 
small step on the moon in July 
1969, an entire globe watched 
in grainy black-and-white from 
a quarter million miles away. 

Although more than half of 
the world’s population wasn’t 
alive then, it was an event that 
changed and expanded the 
globe. 

His first words after the feat 
are etched in history books 


and the memories of the spell¬ 
bound millions who heard 
them in a live broadcast. 

“That’s one small step for 
man, one giant leap for man¬ 
kind,” Armstrong said. 

Armstrong, who had b 3 q)ass 
surgery earher this month, 
died Saturday at age 82 from 
what his family said were com¬ 
plications of heart procedures. 

“It’s a human achievement 
that will be remembered for¬ 


ever,” said John Logsdon, pro¬ 
fessor emeritus of space pohcy 
at George Washington Univer¬ 
sity. Those first steps in 1969 
were beamed to nearly every 
coimtry around the world, 
thanks to a recently launched 
satellite. It was truly the first 
global mass media event, Logs¬ 
don said. An estimated 600 mil¬ 
lion people — one out of every 
five on the planet — watched.

Tropical storm expected to hit 
on 7th anniversary of Katrina 



The hotly anticipated Repub¬ 
lican National Convention in 
Tampa, Fla., kicks off this week, 
though it’s now at the mercy of 
a would-be hurricane bearing 
down to join forces with the 
tempest already inflicted upon 
Mitt Romney and the Repub¬ 
lican party by an anti-abortion 
Missouri congressman. 

The irony of a potential hur¬ 
ricane wreidng iWoc on the 
convention hasn’t been lost 
on many pimdits, especially 
since sever^ high-profile con¬ 
servatives, including Repub¬ 
lican congresswoman Michele 
Bachmann, have blamed liberal 
policies over the years for similar 
“acts of God.” 

“By their own logic. Republic¬ 
ans and their conservative allies 
should be concerned that Isaac 


is a form of divine retribution,” 
Washington Post columnist 
Dana Milbank wrote last week. 

Indeed, the recent remarks 
from U.S. Senate candidate Todd 
Aldn about women’s bodies 
shutting down and preventing 
pregnancy in cases of “legitim¬ 
ate rape” have already exposed 
dangerous fault lines m the 
party’s fragile coalition of dispar¬ 
ate factions. 

“This is a classic buUhom 
lock between the social con¬ 
servatives of the party and the 
big business, economy-focused 
Republicans, the ones who are 
re^y worried about taxes and 
deregulation and other econom¬ 
ic matters,” says Doug Brinkley, 
a historical author and histoiy 
professor at Rice University in 
Houston.

On the move. Keys 
residents nonchalant 
about Isaac’s soaking, 
but Gulf Coast braced 
for potential hurricane 


Tropical storm Isaac barely 
stirred Florida Keys residents 
from their fabled noncha¬ 
lance Sunday, while the Gulf 
Coast braced for the possibil¬ 
ity that the sprawling storm 
will strengthen into a danger¬ 
ous hurricane by the time it 
makes landfall there. 

Isaac was expected to cross 
the Keys by late afternoon, 
then turn northwest and 
strike as a Category 2 hurri¬ 
cane somewhere between the 
New Orleans area to the Flor¬ 
ida Panhandle on Wednesday, 
the seventh anniversary of 
hurricane Katrina. 

The storm was predicted 
to pass west of Tampa, the site 
of the Republican National 
Convention, but it had al¬ 
ready disrupted the schedule 
there because of the likeli¬ 
hood of heavy rain and strong 
winds. 

Even before reaching hur¬ 


ricane strength, Isaac caused 
considerable inconvenience, 
with hundreds of flights can¬ 
celled at airports in Miami and 
Fort Lauderdale. There were 
scattered power outages from 
Key West to Fort Lauderdale 


affecting more than 6,000 
customers, and flooding oc¬ 
curred in low-l 3 dng areas. 

Wind gusts of 60 m.p.h. 
were reported as far north 
as Pompano Beach, north of 
Fort Lauderdale. But while 


officials urged residents in 
southeast Florida to stay 
home, that recommendation 
was ignored by surfers and 
joggers on Miami Beach and 
shoppers at area malls.

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U.S. woman becomes 
pro-Palestinian symbol

Civil lawsuit. Couple 
looking for justice after 
their daughter was 
crushed by an Israeli 
tank back in 2003 


Almost a decade after their 
daughter was crushed to death 
by an Israeli army bulldozer 
as she tried to block its path 
in a Gaza Strip conflict zone, 
Rachel Corrie’s parents are 
preparing for a judge’s ruling 
in their high-profile civil law¬ 
suit against the military. 

They hope Tuesday’s court 
decision will conclude a case 
that’s turned their daughter 
into a rall 3 dng cry for pro-Pal¬ 
estinian activists, taken years 
of their life and drained their 
savings. 

“We are here with a great 
deal of anticipation for Tues¬ 
day,” said Corrie’s mother, 
Cindy, 64, a homemaker 
and musician from Ol 3 mipia, 
Washington. “We are hoping 
for some accountability here 
for what happened to Rachel.” 

Corrie, a pro-Palestinian 
activist, was 23 when she was 
killed in March 2003 while 


she and other activists sought 
to block an Israeli military 
bulldozer they believed was 
about to demolish Palestin¬ 
ian homes. The driver has said 
he didn’t see Corrie, and the 
death was accidental. 

The Israeli army had been 
undertaking systematic house 
demolitions in the densely 
populated border area, tr 3 dng 
to halt shooting and mortar 
attacks against soldiers and 


Jewish settlers who used the 
route. 

While several foreign activ¬ 
ists were killed or wounded in 
confrontations with the Israeli 
militaiy during the last decade, 
Corrie’s case has taken on spe¬ 
cial meaning for Palestinian ac¬ 
tivists; she became a symbol of 
what they say is Israel’s harsh 
repression of non-violent pro¬ 
test to occupation.

Ruling party, opposition thick as thieves: Protesters 


Corruption. Police

Indian police detained scores 
of anti-corruption activists who 
tried to march Sunday to the 
homes of top political leaders 


to protest a scandal over the 
government’s sale of coal fields 
without competitive bidding. 

Himdreds of activists lay 
down on the road outside 
the homes of Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh and other 
leaders in central New Delhi 
as pohce held them back with 
security barricades. They later 
broke through police cordons 
at many places, and police re¬ 
sponded by firing tear gas and 
water cannons. 

Officers dragged protest-

congress and the BJP are 
hand-in-glove in looting 
the country.”

ers to buses parked near the 
prime minister’s house and 
took them to nearby pohce sta¬ 


tions. Pohce also used bamboo 
batons to beat back protesters 
who had chmbed over a barri¬ 
cade near the prime minister’s 
office complex. 

The protesters, members 
of India Against Corruption, 
said they would blockade the 
homes of leaders of both the 
ruling Congress party and 
the main opposition Bhara¬ 
tiya Janata Party because they 
blame both parties for India’s 
endemic corruption.

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Lung cells 
grown in lab 

Researchers have pro¬ 
duced lung cells in the lab 
using stem cells grown 
from the skin of patients 
with cystic fibrosis — a 
tool they beheve can be 
used to test drugs that 
might overcome the de¬ 
bilitating, life-shortening 
condition. 

In a study published 
Sunday in Nature Biotech¬ 
nology, researchers at the 
Hospital for Sick Children 
in Toronto describe how 
they produced what are 
known as induced plu- 
ripotent stem cells from 
skin taken from patients 
with Cystic fibrosis.

Rebels fighting a civil war they 
hope will end Syrian President 
Bashar Assad’s authoritarian 
rule are a combination of army 
defectors, Islamists, intellec¬ 
tuals, labourers and other or- 
dinaiy people — who took up 
arms against one of the Middle 
East’s most brutal pohce states. 

Mohammed Sami, 22, said 
he sold vegetables and worked 
in a grocery store in a small 
town in northern Syria before 
persuading his father to invest 
in his dream: A barber shop. 

He worked vrith a friend 
and their shop had two chairs, 
big mirrors, electric clippers 
and a TV set. 

After the uprising started, 
he said they himg a revolution- 
aiy flag on the wall. When sol¬ 
diers raided the village, Sami 
said they set his place on fire. 

Soon after, Sami said he 
joined the rebels. 

Bader Farouh, 17, said he 
got arrested soon after catch¬ 
ing the revolutionary bug. The 
second time police caught him 
at a protest, he said they hung 
him naked on a wall for more 
beatings. 

Afterward, he said his father

Massacre. Mass burials 
held in Damascus suburb 


Dozens of bloodied bodies 
were buried Simday in mass 
graves in a Damascus suburb 
where activists claim more 
than 300 people have been 
killed over the past week in a 
major government offensive 
to take back control of rebel- 
held areas in and around the 
capital. 

The British-based activist 
group S 5 ^an Observatory for 
Human Rights said 32 more 
dead bodies were foimd in the 
streets of Daraya on Sunday 
and that they had been killed 
by “gimfire and summary exe¬ 
cutions.” It put the toll for the 
past week to at least 320. 

Another activist group, the 
Local Coordination Commit¬ 
tees, claimed 300 bodies were 
discovered Saturday in Daraya 
and 633 people have been 
killed there since the govern¬ 
ment launched its assault last 
week.

By letting his top-selling U.K. 
tabloid run photos of a naked 
Prince Harry cavorting in a Las 
Vegas hotel room, some say 
media mogul Rupert Murdoch 
was warning Britain’s establish¬ 
ment that he could still shake 


things up. 

British officialdom has 
largely turned its back on Mur¬ 
doch because of the phone¬ 
hacking scandal that has badly 
tainted his media empire over 
the past year. So even though 
Murdoch’s The Sim newspaper 
framed its decision to publish 
the nude pictures as a defence 
of press freedom, some observ¬ 
ers saw the move as a feisty 
message from the tycoon. 

“Not only was The Sun 
showing Harry’s bottom, Mur¬ 
doch was mooning the Estab¬ 
lishment,” said journalist Jane 
Merrick, whose article in The 


Independent on Sunday al¬ 
leged that Murdoch personally 
ordered the paper to run the 
photos in a phone call with 
Tom Mockridge, the chief of his 
British newspaper unit. News 
International. 

Murdoch, once assiduously 
courted by lawmakers across 
the British pohtical spectrum, 
has seen his clout witiier after 
his company was exposed as 
having hacked into the phones 
of hundreds of people to score 
scoops. 

The scandal has prompted a 
media-ethics inquiry that could 
propose sweeping changes to 


how Britain’s press is pohced. 

If The Sim was cowed, it 
didn’t show it Friday, when it 
pubhshed the pictures of Harry 
along with a lengthy pubhc- 
interest justifrcation claiming 
that the “photos have potenti^ 
implications for the Prince’s 
image representing Britain 
around the world.” 

In a message to a Twitter 
user who congratulated him 
on The Sun’s challenge to the 
royal family, Murdoch said he 
“needed to demonstrate (that 
there is) no such thing as free 
press in UK.”

Toxic. Most Bisphenol A 
ending up in landfill or 
destroyed: Study 


Most of the toxic Bisphenol 
A contained in products Can¬ 
adians use every day is either 
destroyed or winds up in 
landfills, says a new study for 
Environment Canada. 

The finding helps to allay 
concerns that BPA, which 
mimics the hormone estro¬ 
gen, persists for long periods 
in the environment — but 
critics say the study should 
not stall efforts to eliminate 
the chemical altogether. 

The Harper government 
has been a global leader in ef¬ 
forts to limit exposure to BPA, 
banning the chemical from 
polycarbonate baby bottles 
in 2008 after studies demon¬ 
strated some leaching into 
the fluid. And in late 2010, 
the substance was added to 
an official list of toxic sub-

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Apple verdict may hurt 
competitors: Analysts 


It was the $l-biUion question; 
What does Apple’s victory in 
an epic patent dispute over its 
fiercest rival mean for the U.S. 
smartphone industry? 

Analysts from Wall Street to 
Hong Kong debated whether a 
jury’s decision that Samsung 
ripped off Apple technology 
would help Apple dominate 
the U.S. smartphone market 
over Android rivals, or amount 
to one more step in a pro¬ 
tracted legal battle over smart¬ 
phone technology. 

Many analysts said the de¬ 
cision could spell danger for 
competitors who, like Sam¬ 
sung, use Google’s Android 
operating system to power 
their cellphones. 


A loss to the Android-based 
market would represent a big 
hit for Google as well. 

“I am sure this is going to 
put a damper on Android’s 
growth,” New York-based Isi 
Group analyst Brian Marshall 
said. “It hurts the franchise.” 

The Silicon Valley jury 
found that some of Samsung’s 
products illegally copied fea¬ 
tures and designs exclusive to 
Apple’s iPhone and iPad. 

Some experts cautioned 
that the juiy’s decision might 
not be final, noting the Cali¬ 
fornia lawsuit is one of nine 
similar legal actions across the 
globe between the two leading 
smartphone makers. 

Samsung has vowed to ap¬ 


peal the verdict all the way 
to the U.S. Supreme Court, 
arguing that Apple’s patents 
for such “obvious” things as 
the rounded rectangle design 
of its products were wrongly 
granted. A Sept. 20 hearing is 
scheduled. 

The verdict was narrowly 
tailored to only Samsung, 
which sold more than 22 mil¬ 
lion smartphones and tablets 
that Apple claimed used its 
technology. 

But most other Apple com¬ 
petitors have used the Android 
system to produce similar 
technology, which could hmit 
the features offered on all non- 
Apple phones, analysts said.

The pint-sized units inside the 
glass condo towers popping up 
all over urban centres aren’t 
the only things getting smaller. 

“Every major furniture 
retailer now has a hne that is 
apartment- or condo-sized,” 
says Elaine Cecconi, co-owner 
of interior design consultant 
firm Cecconi Simone. 

Census figures for 2011 
released in February show 
multi-unit dwellings — a cat¬ 
egory that includes condomin¬ 
iums — making up roughly 
half of all new housing stock, 
a category traditionally led by 
detached homes. 

This condo boom, fuelled 
by lifestyle changes and efforts 
to curb urban sprawl, is in turn 
revolutionizing the ftimiture- 
retail business. As our cities 
become denser and space be¬ 
comes more limited, there’s a 
growing demand for compact, 
space-efficient and multi-use 
furniture, says Cecconi. 

Storage units with fold-out 
beds inside. Adjustable tables 
that drop down from dining 
room to coffee-table height. 
These modem, European-style 
furnishings are booming in 
popularity as designers and 
retailers respond to diminish¬ 
ing physical space. 

“It’s a way to multi-task 
within a limited square foot¬ 
age,” says Cecconi. “It’s really 
imperative that furniture be 
the right size for these units. 
You don’t want oversized furni¬ 
ture that’s intended for a more 
conventional home in a small- 
space unit because it overtakes 
the room that it sits in.”

Pop quiz: Who’s more nerv¬ 
ous about starting school 
this year, you or your child? 

If it’s you, “it’s a very nor¬ 
mal response to have,” says 
Matthew Stevenson, a child 
and family therapist in Phila¬ 
delphia. 

We asked him how par¬ 
ents can send their little ones 
off to school without letting 
their nerves take over. 

Why does this anxiety 
happen? 

It usually happens the first 
couple of times that a par¬ 
ent leaves their child alone, 
even for a couple hours. It’s 
a natural thing to be wor¬ 
ried about the person that 
you brought into the world, 
that you’re responsible for, 
if you’re not there when 
you are there typically. Par¬ 
ticularly the stay-at-home 
parents, for them to be 
with this person 24/7 for 
five years and then to have 
them go off alone, that can 
cause a lot of stress. And 
it’s a very normal thing 
to experience that stress. 
They’re worried about their 
kid because they know they 
can keep their child safe. 
They’ve been doing it for 
five years, and now they’re 
giving that responsibility 
to somebody else. It’s hard 
to let go of that control. 
Where it can potentially 
become a problem is if that 
stress is being picked up by 



the child. 

How can parents feel 
better? 

Acknowledge it. The parent 
needs to realize that this 
is something they’re con¬ 
cerned about — that’s step 
one. Once they’re able to ac¬ 
knowledge that, understand 
that it’s a pretty normal anx¬ 
iety to have. Step two is that 
it’s important for parents to 
realize that they need to let 
their child go. That’s part of 
the growth of their child, 
to have that independence 
and be able to function 
and do well without hav¬ 
ing the parent present all 


the time. Part of being a 
good parent is having your 
child thrive when you’re 
not around. Then once you 
are able to let your child go 
to school, it’s important to 
keep yourself occupied dur¬ 
ing those times. Have activ¬ 
ities, do errands that are a 
lot easier to do without a 
child. Join classes, go to the 
gym — anything that would 
distract you so before you 
know it, it’s time to pick up 
your little one. 

When is this a problem 
that needs some extra 
help? 

If the parent is going to 


school to watch their kid 
at recess, that would be not 
healthy. I think calling the 
school multiple times dur¬ 
ing the day to make sure 
that their child is OK, that 
would not be healthy. Show¬ 
ing that you’re so upset, and 
your child picks up on that 
and then doesn’t want to go 
to school, that’s where it be¬ 
comes a big issue. If you’re 
able to hide your anxiety 
from your child, and they 
still enjoy going to school, 
it’s not as much of a prob¬ 
lem. But if it’s affecting the 
entire family, then at that 
point it’s probably good to 
seek help from a therapist.

• 94-oz jar hoisin sauce 

• 1 cup red wine 

• 1/4 cup soy sauce 

• 4 cloves garlic, minced 

• 1 tsp hot sauce 

• 2 -lbs pork tenderloins 

• 5 large yellow onions 

• 2 tbsp olive oil 

• Kosher salt and ground black 
pepper 

• 1 tbsp whole cumin seeds 


warm or cold. 

1 . In large zip-close plastic 
bag, combine hoisin, wine, soy 
sauce, garlic and hot sauce. Seal 
bag and gently shake to mix 
well. Add pork tenderloin — 
then close bag and gently turn 
to ensure the meat is weU coat¬ 
ed. Refrigerate for at least two 
hours and up to 24 hours. 

2. Trim ends from onions, 
then peel off outer layer of skin. 


Place onions in a second large 
zip-close plastic bag; add olive 
oil, a bit of salt and pepper, and 
cumin seeds. Seal bag, gently 
shake to coat evenly. Refriger¬ 
ate until ready to grill meat. 

3. When ready to cook, heat 
one side of the grill to medium- 
high, the other side to low. 

4. Using oil-soaked paper towel 
held with tongs, oil the grill 
grates. Add whole onions to 


cooler side of grill. Grill, cov¬ 
ered, for 5 minutes. Turn on¬ 
ions, then add pork to cooler 
side of grill. Grill pork for 6 
minutes per side. Remove on¬ 
ions when veiy tender and 
meat when it is seared on out¬ 
side and reaches 145 F at centre. 

5. Transfer pork and onions to 
a platter and let the meat rest 
for 5 minutes. Thinly slice the 
pork and serve with an onion.

Fear-free first day 


Breezing into the 
books. Don't assume 
your child isn't excited 
to embark on their 
scholastic life

The first day at school isn’t 
what it used to be. These days, 
by the time most children 
start formal education they’re 
relatively comfortable with 
separation from the home and 
parent, says Jayne Singer, Ph.D., 
the clinical director of the Ghild 
and Parent Program at Boston 
Ghildren’s Hospital. 

“Ghildren who have had 


high-quahty day care or pre- 
school make a better transition 
to school both emotionally and 
socially,” she says. 

StiU, even leaving a private 
play-based preschool to go to a 
public school is a big transition, 
and there’s a lot parents can do 
to ease a child’s stress with any 
environmental change. When 
it comes to easing anxiety, fam¬ 
iliarity breeds comfort. 

“Give the child guidance; 
show them pictures of their 
new classroom or school. A lot 
of schools have the good sense 
to hold open houses or have a 
welcome visit. Visit the school, 
visit the playgroimd. Show 
them the classroom and where 
they will play. The sense of fam¬ 
iliarity will ease anxiety.” 

“Also,” adds Singer, “yoimg- 
er children do well with con¬ 


crete reminders about the pas¬ 
sage of time. Get a calendar and 
mark off the days until school 
starts. Tom it into a craft pro¬ 
ject. Say, make a flower and add 
a petal for each day.” 

One thing parents should 
watch for is transferring their 
anxiety. “Parents shouldn’t as¬ 
sume a child is anxious or feels 
separation. Don’t ask. Are you 
scared?’ Let the child bring it up 
and if they do, say, ‘Of course 
you are. I feel nervous when I 
do something new.’” 

Parents should also get 
ready in advance 

“Have a conversation with 
personnel at the school so you 
are prepared for the environ¬ 
ment,” says Singer. “The more 
parents know about the school, 
the more authentic they are in 
offering guidance to the child.”

CFL. Argos castoff just 
focused on winning with 
ambiguity surrounding 
Eskimos’ running roster 


Cory Boyd’s return to the 
Rogers Centre in Toronto on 
Monday night has now taken 
on even more significance for 
the former Argos tailback. 

It’s a chance to prove the 
Argos made a mistake in re¬ 
leasing him two weeks ago. 
It’s also a chance to show Ed¬ 
monton general manager Eric 
Tillman and coach Kavis Reed 
that they don’t need to bring 
back Jerome Messam after 
last season’s CFL outstanding 
Canadian was released on Sat¬ 
urday by the Miami Dolphins. 

The six-foot-four, 

248-pound league all-star ran 


1,057 yards with the Eskimos 
in 2011, becoming the first 
Canadian in 11 years to rush 
for more than 1,000 yards in 
a season. But he decided to 
try the NFL and had only one 
catch for 10 yards and one 
run for a two-yard loss in his 
two pre-season appearances. 

Boyd actually ran 84 yards 
more than Messam in 2011. 
He also gained more yards 
per carry than him. His long¬ 
est run of 64 yards was seven 
more than Messam. Both had 
six TDs on the ground. 


But that was last sea¬ 
son. Messam’s release could 
present a nice dilemma for 
the Eskimos but a big con¬ 
cern for Boyd. If the 27-year- 
old player from Brampton, 
Ont. doesn’t get picked up by 
another NFL team in the next 
10 days he becomes Edmon¬ 
ton’s property again. 

Would the Eskimos sign 
Messam and still keep Boyd 
and fellow running back 
Hugh Charles, who are 4-5 in 
league rushing? Charles has 
been outstanding with 427 


rushing yards and is second 
in team receiving with 269 
yards. Boyd has 449 rushing 
yards. 

“If he comes back, we’ll 
use all three,” Reed said on 
Sunday soon after arriving in 
Toronto. Whether all three 
would start or one be put on 
the practice roster remains to 
be seen. 

Boyd can’t think about 
Messam. 

“Nothing is certain in this 
league. That’s one thing that 
I’ve learned,” Boyd said with 
a smile in a Toronto hotel lob¬ 
by Sunday afternoon. “When 
you go out and play and 
you’re winning that kills a 
lot of uncertainty in this busi¬ 
ness. All I can do is know that 
I have a game to play. I’m go¬ 
ing to come out firing on all 
cylinders.”
